PROTESTERS BACK IN 
THE BUNG OF THINGS

MEMBERS of environmental groups have joined 
together at Priory Crescent in response to pro¬ 
posed measures by Southend Council to fell trees 
and widen the road. 

Camp Bling protesters have said that the only 
reason they vacated the previous site was because 
of an agreement they reached with the council in 
which road widening plans had been abandoned. 

Campaigners from Parklife and Saxon King in 
Priory Park (SKIPP) have now set up Camp 
Cuckoo last week claiming Southend Council had 
broken their promise not to widen the road. 

The council, which is planning to create an 


extra lane running westbound from Prittlebrook 
Industrial Estate, deny making such a promise. 

The protesters have set up 24-hour surveillance 
and are camping out in a number of tents. 

Campaigner Sheena Walker said: “We have had 
lots of public support, with people bringing us 
food and supplies. 

“There are 50 to 60 protesters coming and 
going all the time and we intend to stay.” 

SKIPP spokesman Andrew Billington said: “We 
are looking at Camp Cuckoo being our new 
home, and any attempt at evicting us would be 
illegal.” 

Southend's Councillor for Regeneration, John 
Lamb, said the protesters have no legal right to be 


at the site because they do not own the land. 

He said: “There is no way they are going to stop 
the development going ahead." 

Shaun Qureshi from Parklife stands firm that in 
a meeting with Councillor Anna Waite, the cam¬ 
paigners were verbally told that the road widening 
would only be about 20 metres. 

Mrs Waite strenuously denied this saying: “Our 
actions are in the spirit of the agreement, we made 
no mention of what length of the road would be 
widened and there are no formal drawings.” 

Sheena Walker claimed there are plans to close 
the road for the next two Sundays and the protest¬ 
ers will do all they can to prevent any works going 
ahead.

‘Noise limits do not

NOISE limits at Foulness military testing grounds 
are not hampering soldier’s training, the Ministry 
of Defence has said. 

The MoD gave the reassurance following com¬ 
ments from Southend and Rochford East MP, 
James Duddridge, saying a 125-decibel restriction 
was too low for soldiers to train sufficiently. 

The Government department has fallen foul of 
residents, who have complained of breaches of the 
noise limit, leading to scaled-down explosions. 

Armed Forces Minister Bill Rammell said: “The 
MoD is aware of a local dispute regarding noise 
from the ranges and as a consequence, we monitor 
environmental conditions carefully. 

“Critical operational training for Afghanistan has 
not been affected restricting troops’ knowledge of 


explosives as a result of noise limitations. 

“However, as I said in Parliament, tackling 
improvised explosive devices is our highest priori¬ 
ty and we will look at the limit to ensure that every¬ 
thing possible can be done.” 

Defence firm QinetiQ, which runs the ranges, 
imposed the regulation in consultation with the 
MoD. 

A spokesman for QinetiQ stressed MoD 
Shoeburyness Range was the ‘UK’s most impor¬ 
tant venue for explosive ordnance disposal’ train¬ 
ing - with personnel being able to train using ‘real¬ 
istic quantities of explosives’. 

He said: “Self-imposed noise limits, agreed 
under contract between QinetiQ and MoD, of 
125dB and 40dB over the ambient level are cur¬ 
rently in place to minimise disruption to the local 
community. 


“There is no question of MoD personnel not 
being properly trained as a result of these limits.” 

Mr Duddridge, whose constituency covers the 
ranges, raised his concerns at a ‘Defence 
Questions’ session in the House of Commons last 
Monday. 

Soldiers using the site are trained to dispose of 
munitions, such as unexploded shells, that are 
found in war zones. 

The MP said: “I went out to the ranges with 
QinetiQ and I was told by a officer they were not 
allowed to carry out detonations on three of the last 
four training courses. It is madness. 

“This means troops are going out to Afghanistan 
and carrying out controlled explosions during con¬ 
flict. 

“For me, this is a training issue and the rules need 
to be improved for training.”

A TEAM of NHS Health Trainers 
have been appointed by NHS

A MAJOR initiative to 
change the lives of 
Southend young peo¬ 
ple is urgently seeking 
volunteers for a special 
project to start this 
month. 

The scheme, called 
Motivate the Estate, is 
a community transfor¬ 
mation programme 
delivered by Southend 
Council in partnership 
with the national char¬ 
ity Youth at Risk. 

The project aims to 
raise aspirations for 
young people and 
those who have an 
influence and impact 
on their lives.

Election time 
is coming 

PEOPLE may not have guessed 
it but there is an election com¬ 
ing. 

One of the biggest issues that 
has not been discussed, but 
which I would argue is of over¬ 
riding significance, is the issue 
of energy security. 

UK oil production is now in 
freefall and gas production will 
be virtually over within 10 
years. We will then be largely at 
the mercy of Russian and mid¬ 
dle eastern exporters. 

Both main parties have bled 
this country dry. The 
Conservatives used oil revenues 
to pay unemployment benefit 
and subsidise tax reduction and 
Labour failed to invest in new 
energy sources despite knowing 
full well that oil and gas were in 
rapid decline. 

Add to this the fact that 
Labour and the Conservatives 
tell us we have to reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions if we are to 
avoid catastrophic climate 
change and you realise the scale 
to which the two parties have 
failed our nation. 

Right now Conservatives are 
opposing the construction of 
wind farms in the Dengie 
peninsular, between 
Southminster and Bradwell. 

They are fighting tooth and 
nail to stop construction, 
demanding that wind farms be 
constructed miles off-shore. The 
problem is that Germany, 
Prance, Spain and other EU 
competitors are building their 


wind farms on-shore, meaning 
that their electricity will be a lot 
cheaper than ours. That in turn 
feeds through to our manufac¬ 
turers, making our goods more 
expensive to produce than oth¬ 
ers. 

The Conservatives tell us to 
vote blue in order to go green 
but their record on wind farms 
is dire. Labour too has shown a 
complete absence of leadership, 
dithering for years over whether 
to support wind, nuclear or 
both. 

Of course the environmental 
movement opposes nuclear 
power because if the world 
chooses that energy option that 
means every country in the 
world gets the bomb and terror¬ 
ists will find a way through 
somewhere - and we will all 
suffer then. 

I ask that everyone demands 
firm, clear commitments from 
the parties to tackle energy 
security before committing their 
vote at the election. If we fail to 
tackle this now, we will suffer 
far more than we are already 
suffering due to the failure of 
both parties to properly regulate 
the financial services sector.

Tree reports 
misleading

The public of Southend is 
being led to believe that the 
council is razing the town - 
but that is because the media is 
giving prominence to the pro¬ 
testors and not reporting on the 
true facts. 

22 trees were recently cut 
down at Victoria Square - in 
the heart of the Victoria Ward, 
where I am hoping to become 
Conservative Councillor at the 


May 6 local elections. 

The existing roundabout is 
being removed and replaced 
with a junction controlled by 
traffic lights. The new Victoria 
Square will undoubtedly make 
travel across the borough easi¬ 
er and improve the appearance 
of the town - bringing in more 
visitors, business and jobs. 

Protestors are now gathered 
at Cuckoo Corner. 16 trees will 
be lost here in a project to ben¬ 
efit motorists, cyclists and 
pedestrians by cutting the 
severe congestion at this busy 
roundabout.

But what nobody is talking 
about is that over 1,000 new 
trees have been planted in 
Southend over the past year, 
with almost two hundred new 
trees scheduled to be planted 
throughout the town in the 
coming months. 

The Conservatives intro¬ 
duced a strict policy that for 
every single tree that had to be 
removed, two will be planted 
to replace it. 

The Victoria Square project

At Cuckoo Comer nine new 
trees have already been planted 
close to the road, within the 
park and are growing well.

N EW exhibits and interac¬ 
tive displays are part of a 
million pound refurbish¬ 
ment that has transformed 
Southend’s Sea Life Adventure. 

We have visited the family 
attraction on a number of occa¬ 
sions over the years and have 
always thoroughly enjoyed our¬ 
selves there. As it has always 
been a great destination, we 
wondered how a refurbishment 
could actually make it any better 
than it already was. 

We made a return visit at the 
weekend to find out how the 
venue has changed and were 
immediately in for a surprise. 

From the moment we walked 
in, we were amazed by the dif¬ 
ference. The entrance was 
much more open and colourful, 
and we could see right through 
the new shop area, and into the 
inviting new Three Shells Cafe. 

The decision to remove its play 
area and open up its interior had 
worked well, making the aquari¬ 
um much more inviting. 

We went into the aquarium to 
see what else there was on offer 
and found the first of many 
interactive question boards. 

Its question - on how long 
Goldfish can live for - amazed 
the boys when they pressed the 
answer buttons and discovered 
it was 40 years. 

Other questions were also lots 
of fun, as well as educational, as 
they discovered how many 
hearts an octopus has, how 
long an African Lungfish can live 
out of water and what is the 
largest fish in the world. 

We then went to listen to a talk 
at the new Tropical Shark Tank - 
the centre’s former cold water 


display. The tank looked great 
with its Black Tip Reef Sharks 
and its colourful tropical fish 
including Tangs and Wrasses. 

We listened to the talk in the 
eight-metre long perspex tunnel 
under the sharks and more than 
195 tonnes of water, and learnt 
everything from how a shark can 
sense a drop of blood in five 
football pitches of water, to how 
it has rows of teeth so that it 
can replace any broken ones. 

It was then back to wandering 
around tanks and displays, 
where Josh liked watching a 
Shanny Fish, which was jumping 
around on the bed of one of the 
display pools and could walk 
between pools if it wanted to. 

Joseph discovered a Topknot - 
a flatfish with an amazing cam¬ 
ouflage ability - before Joshua 
found the aquarium’s new inter¬ 
active floor mat which came 
alive as he stepped on it. 

The image of water on the 
floor rippled under his feet as 
fish darted around him, before 
he was chased by a group of 
crabs, and had to squish lots of 
bugs under his feet. 

We joined the Nursery Talk in a 
special area which houses 
young inhabitants of the aquari¬ 
um, as well as quarantined 
stock and some that are sick. 

We met a crab which had lost 
a limb, two fully grown piranhas 
which had been among a group 
of 100 until they became a bit 
peckish, and a number of 
Mermaid Purses which con¬ 
tained small spotted Cat Sharks. 

Making our way back past the 
seahorses we returned to HMS 
Subtropical - an area full of 
colourful tropical fish. Our aim 


was to catch the Piranha Talk, 
as we discovered it would also 
be feeding time. 

After learning a bit about the 
infamous creatures, including 
the fact that a group of them 
could devour a whole cow in 
four minutes, we watched as 
they were given a whole 
Rainbow Trout. 

Within moments, much of the 
fish had disappeared as they 
each took it in turns to grab a 
mouthful with their rows of teeth. 

After spending almost two 
hours in the aquarium we then 
headed for the Three Shells 
Cafe for some dinner. 

The brand new, brightly deco¬ 
rated cafe, which has seashells 


on the tables and seagulls on 
the ceilings, is a wonderful place 
to relax over a wide menu of 
great food from light bites 
including sandwiches and jacket 
potatoes, to much more hearty 
meals including fish and chips, 
lasagne and pies. The cafe is 
also complete with a mezzanine 
floor upstairs for birthday par¬ 
ties. 

The refurbished Sea Life 
Adventure got the thumbs up 
from us, and we would definitely 
recommend a visit. 

The million pound refurbish¬ 
ment, which also seemed to 
impress fellow visitors, looks set 
to attract plenty more for years 
to come.

WHY AN INVENTORY IS IMPORTANT 

Now more so than ever with the introduction of Tenancy Deposit Protection, is the need for ‘a written 
document detailing the condition of and contents of a property to be let’ - an ‘Inventory and 
Schedule of Condition’ important. 

An inventory is not just about the furniture in the property, it is a detailed description of the contents 
of the property, the fixtures and fittings and the state of the decorations at the start and end of the 
Tenancy. (An inventory is necessary whenever a property is let out to tenants for the first time or when 
it is let to different tenants.) 

Leading letting agents will insist that an Inventory is drawn up (usually free if they are providing a Fully 
Managed Service), and strongly recommend an inventory to all Landlord clients. Testing the 
electrical appliances and the heating and plumbing system is not part of the inventory process 
and an inventory cannot itemise the miscellaneous contents of garages, outbuildings and attics. 
Generally the cost of an inventory is passed onto the landlord. However this should be regarded as 
an investment and protection for both the landlord and tenant. 

The need for an inventory stems from being produced on granting a probate of a will (or intestate) 
and the requirement for such inventories were confirmed in the sixteenth century under an act of 
Henry VIII. However today Landlords are unlikely to win deposit disputes with their Tenants if the 
claim cannot be backed up by evidence from a written inventory. 

The inventory process includes both a check in; this takes place at the start of the tenancy with the 
check out taking place at the end of the tenancy. Reports are completed on both occasions and 
these are compared for differences. These differences are assessed for acceptable wear and tear 
and damages. Damages are the responsibility of the tenant. 

If the property is fully managed agents will visit the property during the tenancy to ensure the 
property is being looked after in an acceptable way and the terms of the Tenancy Agreement are 
being followed. 

Since the 6th April 2007, as part of the Housing Act 2004 the Government has introduced tenancy 
deposit protection for all Assured Shorthold Tenancies (ASTs) in England and Wales where a deposit 
is taken. Whilst 70% of deposits were returned in full (2005/2006) the legislation aims to ensure that 
tenants who have paid a deposit to a landlord or letting agent and are entitled to receive all or part 
of it back at the end of that tenancy, actually do so. 

With damage to the property and cleaning the property, two of the most common reasons as to why 
a deposit has been withheld, adopting a comprehensive process for inventories is key to ensuring 
peace of mind at the end of a tenancy for landlord and tenant alike.

Q. I’m tempted to buy a thatched 
cottage - Is this just a phase I’m going 
through?

Then 
there’s the fact that although there has been something of a mini-revival in the 
use of thatch for new homes in recent years, many thatched cottages are 
listed buildings - which means that you can’t just do whatever you want to 
them. And last but by no means least, there’s the thatch itself. Picturesque it 
may be, but there’s no denying that it needs special care and attention. 

All thatched cottages require re-roofing from time to time, and this can be a 
fairly pricey exercise - so the main thing you need to consider when thinking 
about buying such a property is the current condition of the roof. What kind of 
thatching material is involved, when was it last replaced, (as a general rule, 
long straw needs replacing every 25 years or so, while Norfolk reed can last up 
to 60 years), and how much would it cost to have done today? It’s also worth 
knowing whether any repair work has been carried out recently, and whether 
any special fire-retardant coatings have been applied. 

Another matter worth particular attention is the condition of the electrical 
wiring - when it was last surveyed, repaired or replaced. And, if there are open 
fires in use in the property, the chimneys really should be lined (and regularly 
swept, naturally). 

All in all, for those prepared to face up to the additional responsibilities of 
ownership - and with the means of doing so - there is undoubtedly something 
uniquely rewarding about living in a thatched cottage. In a real sense, you are 
the custodian of a piece of living history, with all the very special pleasures that 
this can bring. Needless to say, the owners of thatched properties tend to be 
quite a supportive lot - so help and advice is never too hard to find.

Hyundai goes green with i-Blue 



rier. As a result, the i30 i-Blue 
does look affordable next to 
other efficiency-branded vehi¬ 
cles from rival manufacturers 
that employ such technology - 
but this also raises questions 
about the purpose of i-Blue. 

If this is an environmentally- 
driven programme to lower 
vehicle emissions and con¬ 
serve fuel for the greater 
good, you’d have thought 
some relatively inexpensive 
aerodynamic modifications, 
low rolling resistance tyres and 
weight saving measures 
would have further improved 
the i30’s green credentials. 

But then that would have 
meant the kind of price 
increase that Hyundai is anx¬ 
ious to avoid. Just as well the 
basic i-30 is so clean then. 

The 1.6-litre 
CRDi 


engine in the i-Blue is a com¬ 
mon-rail injection unit with 
114bhp. There’s torque of 
255Nm between 1,900rpm 
and 2,500rpm which gives the 
i30 a hefty pull through the 
mid range. Spark up the 
engine and you’ll be pleasant¬ 
ly surprised at its lack of diesel 
clatter at idle and on the move 
it stays relatively refined. The 
powerplant is available in the 
standard i30 in exactly the 
same guise but in the i-Blue 
model, it’s mated to a longer 
ratio gearbox. This allows the 
engine to work less hard to 
attain a given speed, improv¬ 
ing economy and emissions 
as a consequence. 

The i30’s manual five-speed 
gearchange is a little clunky to 
use and there’s a fair amount 
of wind and tyre noise at 
motorway speeds but other 
than that, it generates a very 
favourable report card. The 
Bering is very 
good, body con¬ 
trol through 
corners is 
exemplary 
and the ped¬ 
als are nicely 
weighted.

H YUNDAI’S i30 i-Blue is a 
green special that isn’t 
really very special at all. 
The manufacturer simply fits 
longer gear ratios to the stan¬ 
dard i30 CRDi. The good 
news it that the i-Blue is 
priced at the same level as 
the standard car but can 
deliver real cost savings 
through its lower emissions 
and improved fuel economy. 

Hyundai proudly announce 
that the 1.6-litre CRDi engine 
that’s offered in its i30 is so 
advanced that there’s no need 
to resort to the low rolling 
resistance tyres, stop start 
systems and aerodynamic 
modifications that rival manu¬ 
facturers have utilised in order 
to dip their vehicles under the 
120g/km emis¬ 
sions bar- 


Golf and Ford Focus. Like 
those two cars but unlike 
many of the other established 
names in the sector, the i30 
has fully-independent suspen¬ 
sion all round or at least a ver¬ 
sion of it. In fact, the rear sus¬ 
pension is a kind of indepen¬ 
dently suspended torsion 
beam, a kind of halfway 
house solution between prop¬ 
er independently sprung mod¬ 
els and those that settle for an 
old fashioned torsion beam. 

If there’s one area where the 
i30 comes up conspicuously 
short of the top family hatch¬ 
backs, it’s styling. The car is 
neat and inoffensive on the 
eye but there’s little to excite 
about its shape or detailing. A 
certain measured blandness 
never hindered the MK2 Ford 
Focus or the most recent 
Toyota Corolla however, and 
inside the i30 fares better. It’s 
still hardly what you would call 
avant garde design-wise but 
the quality of the materials 
and the construction is con¬ 
vincing. Nice touches include 
blue illumination for the dials 
that also extends to steering 
wheel controls and ignition 
key slot so you won’t be fum¬ 
bling around at night. Dim the 
illumination and the wheel- 
mounted controls dim too, 
which is very slick. Space is 
plentiful for the rear seat occu¬ 
pants and the huge boot sug¬ 
gested by the car’s bulging 
rear end is only a mild disap¬ 


pointment. It’s a good size for 
the class rather than enor¬ 
mous, with 340 litres available. 
Fold the rear bench and this 
rises to 
1,250 litres. 

At

Hyundai is 
pricing this 
i30 at identi¬ 
cal levels to 
its entry level 
Comfort 
model with 
the same 
1.6 CRDi 
engine. This 
gives the car 
a significant advantage over 
other efficiency-brand family 
hatchbacks which can cost 
around £1,000 more than the 
equivalent conventional car. 
Such a price differential takes 
quite a while to recoup in fuel 
and taxation savings but with 
the i-Blue, buyers will be in the 
black straight away. Every 
Hyundai i30 comes well- 
appointed with air condition¬ 
ing, alloy wheels and integrat¬ 
ed steering wheel audio con¬ 
trols as standard. You’ll also 
find a single CD stereo with 
six speakers and MP3 com¬ 
patibility as well as USB/iPod 
and auxiliary connections in 
the centre console. By the 
standards of the wider family 
hatchback class, it’s a decent 
haul and proof that there’s still 
life in the old policy of offering 


lots of equipment for the 
money that Hyundai relied 
upon before its products were 
quite so competitive. 

So to the 
nitty-gritty of 
the i30 i-Blue 
- economy 
and emis¬ 
sions. To 
start, let’s just 
confirm that 
the standard 
i30 1.6 CRDi 
can return a 
very cred¬ 
itable 

60.1 mpg with 
C02 emis¬ 
sions of 125g/km. With its 
longer gear ratios, the i-Blue 
manages to deliver 119g/km 
which puts it under the all 
important cut-off point for a 
number of emissions-based 
taxation schemes. 

Is the Hyundai i-Blue the 
green crusader that the mar¬ 
keting department might have 
us believe it is? No. It’s a 
diesel i30 with longer gear 
ratios. Can the i-Blue save 
motorists money in these 
cash-strapped times by help¬ 
ing them duck some tax and 
spend a little less at the filling 
station? Yes it can. The jury 
may be out on the ethics but 
you can’t really argue with the 
i30 i-Blue’s value proposition 
and who can really blame a 
car maker for trying to sell 
cars?
